HONGKONG SANITARY BOARD. 


"External Air. 


Tho usual meeting of the Sanitary Board 
wan held yesterday afternoon in the Board 
Room. Hon, Dr J. M. Atkinson presided, 
and thero were ulso present: Hon, W. 


Chatham, Director of Public Works : Hon. 
A. W. Brewin, Regiatear General ; Mr Lau 
Chu Pak, Mr Fong Wa Chun; Colonel 

A. Hewett, 
MrA. Rumjabn ; Dr W. W. Pearae, Acting 
Modical Officer of Health ; Dr B. Barnett, 
Assistant Medical Officer of Health; Mr 
G. A. Woodcock (Secretary), and Mr J. H. 
Keinp (Assiatunt Secretary). 

The question of ‘external air’ again pro- 
vided subject for discussion. An application 
for oxomptiun from the terms of the Ordin- 
anco was placed on tho table, in respect to 
Non, 2 to 68 Bridges Street, 

Mr Lau Chu Pak, minvted :—' Nowe of 
the yarda in the existing. Chinese tenement 
houses is 13 feet wide:.: I think the Board 
should recommend tho*Guvernment to 
exempt every house with a yard not under 
8 fast wido and allow two cubicles tu be 
erected on the upper floors of such a house 
as originally suggoasted by the sub-cum- 
mittoc. If ay minuted by tho Assistant 
M.O.H., an 8 feot yard should not be 
reckoned as external sir, the amendment 
Ordinanco will practically inflict the same 
hardship aa the original Ordinance.’ 

Tho minute of the Assistant Medical 
Officor of Health (Dr Barnett), referred 
to above, wag aa followa :—‘T do not think 
a yard of 8 fect ought to be counted as 
oxtornal air, If tho rear wall of the open 
apace could be removed (why it was ever 
built I can't understand) the window in 
rear would open into extornal air,’ 

Mr A. Rumjahn minuted :—'I know 
these houses very well. Besides the yard 
thero is » back Iane inthorcar. Whon the 
Plan of these houses was passed about two 
yearsugoa back yard wun not then required. 
Ifthe Board would not recommend this 
application, practically almost all houses 
built prior te the passing of Ordinance 1 of 
1903 could not succeed in getting exemp- 
tion, for there ore very few Blocks of 
buildings that have a yard and a back lana. 
Besides, the provisions of the expression 
‘external air’ are not consistent with the 
requirements of modern sanitation. The 
reault of the Inssnitary Properties Com- 
mission was the enactment of Ordinance 
So of 1899, Owners of property’ were 
then induced to provide a back lane in 
lieu of a backyard ; and Section 8, Sub- 
section A, of that Ordinance empowared the 
making vf a back Jane 6 feet wide in the 
place of a yard 8 feet wide, in order to 
encourage land-owners to provide a back 
lane alone for a block of buildings, In 
1901 when the Government thought that 
the Tnsanitary Properties Ordinance: was 
not drastic enough the Public. Health Or- 
dinanca 13.of 1901 was enacted. The 
rogulations sbout/opan epacas were copied 
verbatim from the Insonitary Properties 
Ordinance, By the passing of the existing 
Ordinances Nos, .1 of 1903 and 23 of 1908, 
back lanes which had-been provided under 

guieli& alluring "circumstances ‘aS above 
describg@isre now found to be practically 
useless vegans even “when ° both baok- 
yard add. back lave have been pro- 
vided,: us*inetanced in this case; the open 
spaco. in the. roar is now found ‘to be 
inaufficient ta meot itew regulations. It can 
thus be imagined how owners ‘of . property 
have boon dealt: with during the past three:

HONGKONG AND FISOAL REFORM. 


To the Editor of ‘the ‘Caina Mam,’ 

Honaxono, February 8. 
8rg,—I am a pronounced freetrader and 
an advocate of it as the only safe pol-cy for 
the United Kingdom, and while admiring 
the personality and sbility of Mr Cham- 
berlain, and his captivating language, can- 
not* t his reasoning or policy, and 
while it msy catch on with the Southem 
half of England, the harder and more 
practical heads of the Northern half, and 
of the industrial portion of Scotland, will 
have nothing of it, . 

That protiction would benefit land- 
owners, and some industries is quite 
certain, but at the expense and Joss to the 
greater number, Landowners raquire no 
consideration, for they, with the priests 
and publicans, have ever beon the enemies 

of the progress and welfare uf the people. 
And, Sir, when I ay the poople, T mean the 
great majority of the population, amount- 
ing to seven or eight-tenths of the whole. 
Iv is they especially that p-otection would 
injure, for protection would tend to make 
tich men richer and poor men poorer, and 
thia is what we wish to avert. 

The proposal to tax food which Mr 
Chamberlain lays down as the hasia of the 
whole case, must npconsarily increase cost, 
and the consumor must in the long run pay 
the tax. He, therofore, would raquire to 
be better remunerated ; consequently the 
cost of production of al! manufactured ar- 
ticles would he increased, thus making it 
more than ever difficult to compete, and as 
we ourselves, according te the Board of 
Trado, empioy five-sixths of our total la- 
hour on our bome market, living would 
become all tho harder, 

Mr Chamberlain tolls us it is not well 
with British trade. Well, I tell you that the 
cundition of the working classes has 
improved enormously during the last 
twenty-five years ; that until last year many 
of our manufacturers were unable to supply 
the demands for their manufactures or 
accept contrets to complete thom in the 
specified time. That dull times aro at hand 
in probable, for such slack times recur, and 
it is then’ we get time to overhaul our 
machinery and methuds, and thus increase 
economical production. Mr Chamberlain 
saya ho wants to find more empluyment for 
our workers, and yet wo believe there is 
not a single labour Jeador or any large body 
of working men in favour of his 
proposals, and not only do tho brain and 
muscle of the country oppose — his 
fises] policy, but believe it would be 
ruinous to tho best intereste of the Country. 
and would bring back the old times of 
misery, hunger and poverty, of which there 
has been such # great dimination since tho 
adoption of frevtrade, It his ever been 
the case that all progress of people as a 
whol has boon at the expense of the fer. 
You must recognise it uy a’ cignificant fact 
that all living ex-Chancellors of the Ex- 
chequer,-—Harcourt, voschen, Beach and 
Ritchie—aro freetriders, and men like Rose- | 
bury and the Duke uf Devonshire, great 
landowners, are also froetraders, and wholly 
hostilo to the taxing of foud, when protac- 
tion would individually benefit them. The 
leading professors of Political Economy at 
the great, Universities have issued a hostile 

ifesto, declaring that the suggested 
means of camenting the Empire would 
lead to its disintegration, and sinco the 
agitations, tho bye elections, at which

JAPANESE AND RUSSIAN 
MILITARY MEDICAL SYSTEMS.

The marvellous woy-in which the Japan- 
ese, during tha Jast 30 years or &0, have‘in 
many directions: adopted and often im- 
proved tho most modern methods of Euro- 
pean nations is, of course, already well 
known. It isnot, however, such familiar 
knowledge that, in spite of the brief time 
that elapsed since their awakening, the 
Japanese have already produced some men 
of high distinction in medical science, men, 
that is, who are not only thoroughly versed 
in the knowledge common to most of their. 
colleagues throughout tho world, but who 
havobeen ominentinresearch, and extended 
the soope of scientific knowleduo: In view 


of this, it is tho less surprising that. their |_
